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PREFACE. 



To any one who watches the signs of the times, it 
must be obvious that an increasing number of per- 
sons, even in Churches of the freest ritual, are 
coming to the conclusion that it is an advantage in 
public worship to have a Book of Common Prayer, 
Doubtless the extempore outpouring of the minis- 
ter will still be preferred by many, partly from 
the force of long custom, and partly from a convic- 
tion that words fresh from the heart are better 
adapted, both to call forth and to express genuine 
fervour, than prayers read from a book : but others 
will care more for the fitness than the newness of 
the language ; and, instead of becoming weary of 
the familiar phrase, will find endearing associations 
cluster round it, and will feel a warmer glow of 
devotion from the thought, that they are uniting, 
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not only with their fellow-worshippers immediately 
around them, but with many Christian assemblies 
far and near. Nor will forms of expression which 
evidently belong to a bygone time be without a 
peculiar sacredness, if we think of them as having 
served to clothe the homage and desires of devout 
men who have long passed from this world. 

The Reformation, as an insurrection of indi- 
vidual faith and the inward spirit against ecclesi- 
astical method and tradition, favoured the habit 
of " free prayer," and made it almost co-extensive 
. with Protestantism. In this country, however, the 
grand exception presented by the National Church 
was not without effect upon the taste and feeling 
of the less extreme Puritans themselves ; especially 
of those among them who hoped, by some enlarge- 
ment of her latitude, to be reinstated within her 
pale. Baxter and Calamy, it is well known, stood 
near enough to the Church to be drawn into nego- 
ciations with her for the admission of their people : 
and, had reasonable concessions been made to them 
with regard to particular parts of the Book of 
Common Prayer, their nonconformity would have 
ceased. They pressed no scruple against a stated 
form of worship ; and, had not the exclusive cleri- 
cal party defeated all proposals for a '' comprehen- 
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sion/* were ready to exchange the usages of the 
conventicle for those of the parish church. From 
that time, the use of free prayer among the Eng- 
lish Presbyterians is due to the necessity of exter- 
nal position rather than of internal conviction. 
Shut out from the National Communion, they fell 
back upon the modes of worship most congenial to 
their scattered, unorganised, and (as they still hoped) 
merely provisional life. But from time to time 
local experiments were made of Liturgical Forms, 
betraying the old tendency to qualify individual 
fervour by regulated order. It is quite in harmony 
therefore with the history of the English Presby- 
terians, that a body of London Ministers, inheriting 
their traditions and their name, their protest 
against creeds which divide Christians, their long- 
ing for a worship which unites, should have con- 
ceived the design of a new Liturgical compilation, 
to be gathered, in a catholic spirit, from the 
devotional writings of every Christian age. To one 
of their members they accordingly gave the com- 
mission, — with promises of help which have been 
more than fulfilled, — to revise the Services in use 
in the Church of England, and to make additions 
from other sources, after having carried out more 
fully a course of reading which has always been 
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his delight. The first design was to introduce 
nothing new. To abide by this Uniitation how- 
ever was found impracticable, from the necessity 
of adapting parts to the whole, and also from the 

requirements of theological honesty. It was 

* 

moreover strongly felt by some, that only in 
combination with a new element could the old 
have its greatest worth, and provide for the several 
varieties of need. For, notwithstanding the uni- 
formity of our spiritual nature, and the fixity of 
Christian truth, insensible changes are always 
taking place in the atmosphere and colouring of 
piety, as Christendom passes from season to season 
of its experience. The Ufe of to-day, while draw- 
ing its nutriment from the whole past, grows into 
something diflFerent, and has a character and 
feeling of its own ; which, not less than the elder 
moods of our humanity, has its confession to make 
and its consecration to seek. Every age, in taking 
up the chorus of ancient devotion, throws in some 
quality of tone not heard before : the hymn is the 
same, but the voice is diflFerent. As in literature 
and art, so in religion, thought and aflfection need 
something more than self-repetition : they demand 
some freshness of movement : they are as running 
waters, which, however mighty and noble the re- 
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ceptacles they have already filled, still overflow, 
and cannot stay. It is therefore no irreverence 
toward the past, — ^rather is it a testimony to its 
vivifying power, — to feel a want beyond its re- 
sources of devotional expression ; nor is any gene- 
ration of the Christian Church true to its in- 
heritance, which pretends to live upon it, yet has 
nothing to add to it. With a view to reach more 
effectually some chords of modem feeling, certain 
of the forms now published were entrusted for 
re-construction to another hand. The result was 
not a re-arrangement, as was at first contemplated, 
but the preparation of two new Services, the Ninth 
and Tenth ; which left no doubt in the minds of 
those who have taken the most active part in this 
attempt, of the desirability of combining treasures 
new and old. It is right to add that the author 
of these two Services has not confined his help to 
the part from his own pen, but has extended it 
to the last revision of the whole. 

As to its theology, the work will speak for 
itself. All its prayers, as prayers of Christ's disci- 
ples, are addressed to Him whom Christ himself 
addressed, the " Father " who " heard him always." 
None of the three creeds, nor any substitute, will 
be found in its pages : because it is prepared for a 
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body of Christians who, while owning the import- 
ance both of definite individual conviction, and of 
broad average concurrence among the members t)f 
the same church, yet object upon principle to 
making definitions of belief part of the act of 
worship, and would, as far as possible, prevent the 
scruples of opinion from intersecting and breaking 
the voice of common prayer. 

The number of Services may be thought too 
great ; but it appeared better that those who think 
this should set their own limit in use, than 
that a part of what had been accepted as having 
real worth should be discarded. The length of 
these Services is not half that of the Morning 
Service in use in the Church of England, 
and will aflTord the minister, in his prayer before 
sermon, an opportunity of speaking out of the 
fulness of hia heart, if he should be moved to 
exceed the length of an ordinary collect. 

The general Order of the Book of Common 
Prayer has been preserved in the two Services 
from that source; but, as that order evidently 
bears the impress of a time when not Confession 
only but Absolution was held to be a condition 
precedent of all acceptable prayer, and a stress no 
longer possible to us was laid on the mere opm 
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operatum of public worship, another arrangement 
has been adopted in the rest of the Services, as 
being on the whole more natural and consonant 
with present views and feelings. 

The alternate reading of the Psalms by Minister 
and People has been abandoned. In many in- 
stances there would be appropriateness in making 
the second clause of a verse the response to the 
first : but a little attention to the sense shows that 
the reading of the verses by Minister and People 
in turn was not origilially intended, and is hardly 
a practice to be continued. It has been thought 
better to leave the Minister at liberty to select the 
first lesson from the Psalter, as well as from the 
rest of the Old Testament. 

To the musical elements of the Service careful 
attention has been paid ; and the whole of the 
words intended to be sung, having Jbeen properly 
marked for chanting, will veiy shortly be sepa- 
rately pubUshed, in conjunction with the text of a 
suitable set of Anthems. In order not to disfigure 
the present volume for the reader, the poetical 
pieces have been printed as in the Book of 
Common Prayer ; that is, the division of versicles 
for chanting is marked by a colon : whic 
therefore, loses for the time its grammati 
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significance, and serves simply a puq)Ose of 
musical notation. In certain Psalms where the 
number of verses is uneven, a bracket will be 
observed, embracing three of them. This will 
point out, in case a double chant is used, the place 
where its second part can best be repeated, with- 
out breaking up natural couplets in the poem. 

The most ancient hymns of the Christian Church 
were little else than a cento of passages from the 
poetical parts of Scripture, combined in a new 
order, and woven into one tissue by a few connect- 
ing phrases and the presence of a pervading idea. 
Such a production constitutes the Canticle, as dis- 
tinguished from the Psalm, which is taken from 
Scripture entire, or modified only by omissions. 
The " Benedicite omnia opera'' or " Song of 
the three children," given in the Book of 
Common Prayer as alternative to the " Te 
Deum^ aflTords an old example of the Canticle. 
Whether the editors of the present volume have 
allowed themselves, especially in the Ninth and 
Tenth Services, too bold a resort to this kind of 
composition, they must leave to be decided by 
the test of experiencJe. The doubt, they are well 
aware, will arise, as a first impression, in every 
reader's mind who brings to the book no standard 
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of judgment but that of usage. They hope how- 
ever that by degrees, as the unity and natural 
sequence of parts make themselves felt, the free- 
dom which they have used will be justified. It 
would be a mistaken and unwarrantable demand 
on the Hebrew Psalms to expect that very many 
of them should be capable, as connected wholes, of 
serving the exigencies of worship in a Christian 
congregation : and yet, in common with the Pro- 
phetic writings, they supply in detail an inex- 
haustible store of the richest and deepest religious 
expression. In order to render them available as 
organs of present thought and feeling, without 
invading their original character, their perma- 
nent elements of power must be reproduced in 
fresh forms, which make no pretension to identity, 
yet are shaped by sympathy, with the strains of 
David or Isaiah. For this reason, the compilers 
have frequently had recourse to the Canticle, 
rather than coerce entire passages of Scripture 
into a service foreign to their nature. 

The Canticle can always be composed in sub- 
servience to the laws and structure of the 
chant. In this respect it has a mechanical 
advantage over the Psalm, whose inequalities in 
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the English version are inexorably given ; and 
still more, over the " Te Deum'' the " Holy, Holy, 
Holy," and other pieces of solemn import but 
irregular form. These latter, indeed, are intrinsi- 
cally unfitted for chanting : and, though in the 
following pages they have been divided into ver- 
sicles, in order not to disappoint those who else 
could not use them at all, it would be well for 
organists and choirs to set them, wherever pos- 
sible, to musical compositions special to them- 
selves. 

In the "Christian Year," the word Lent will 
not be found. This omission has been made not 
simply because the original meaning and the 
present use of that word are widely difierent, but 
also because it is considered better to leave each 
individual to the thoughts and feelings awakened 
by the approach of Good Friday and Easter, than 
to prescribe a formal preparation, extending over a 
set period. 

The " Christian Year" is followed by a somewhat 
copious collection of " Prayers and Thanksgivings." 
The object of this collection was to preserve a rich 
treasury of devotion suited to both public and 
private use ; and especially to enable the Minister 
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to make the Services seasonable. At an appointed 
place he may introduce, now a Prayer suited to 
Spring, now a Thanksgiving for the ingathering of 
harvest. And as in prosperous times the Church 
will utter her note of gladness, so also in times 
of anguish and mourning, she will speak with us 
and for us to Him from whom cometh our help. 
By a thoughtful use of this part of the work, the 
worship may be brought into close harmony with 
the chequered experiences of our earthly lot. 

In our communion with our heavenly Father, 
and our meditations on things unseen, it is natural 
that we should have in especial remembrance that 
part of the great human family, which has already 
passed into the eternal world : and it is believed 
that the Prayers of " Commemoration for the 
Faithful Departed," introduced in the ordinary 
Services, will meet a want general and deep-felt, 
though perhaps not frequently expressed. 

As this volume has not been prepared without 
an increasing sense of the diflBculty of producing 
a true and adequate expression of Christian Wor- 
ship, even with the widest range in the selection 
of materials, so it is with great diffidence that 
the printed sheets are issued from the press. 
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And now nothing remains but to lay our offer- 
ing on the Altar of God, begging him to accept it 
as " the lisping of his children," and to let his 
blessing rest on it, and on those who turn to it for 
help in drawing near to his throne of grace.

THE VISITATION OF THE SICK 



H The Minister may begin with saying : 
Peace be to this house^ and to all that dwell in it. 

IT ITien the Minister mag exhort the sick person after tme of these 
Forms, or in any other he mag think suitable. 

DEARLY beloved^ know this^ that Almighty Gtod 
is the Lord of life and deaths and of all things 
to them pertaining^ as yonth^ strength, healthy 
age^ weakness^ and sickness. Wherefore^ whatsoever 
your sickness is^ know you certainly that it is God's 
visitation. And for what cause soever this sickness is 
sent unto you ; whether it be to try your patience for 
the example of others^ and that your faith may be 
found in the day of the Lord laudable^ glorious^ and 
honourable^ to the increase of glory and endless 
felicity; or else it be sent unto you to correct and 
amend in you whatsoever doth ofieud the eyes of your 
heavenly Father; know you certainly, that if yon 
truly repent of your sins^ and bear your sickness 
patiently, trusting in God's mercy, as his dear Son 
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Jesns Christ hath taught us, and render unto him 
humble thanks for his fatherly visitation, submitting 
yourself wholly unto his will, it shall turn to your 
profit, and help you forward in the right way that 
leadeth unto everlasting life. 

A Shorter Exhortation, 

DEARLY beloved, you are persuaded that neither 
sickness nor crosses come by chance to any

TTEAB us, Almighty and most merciful Grod and 
^^ Saviour : extend thy accustomed goodness to 
this thy servant who is grieved with sickness.

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bnt the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of 
the terrestrial is another. 

There is one glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of the stars : for oue 
«tar differeth from another star in glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown 
in corruption ; it is raised in incorruption : 

It is sown in dishonour ; it is raised in glory : it is 
sown in weakness ; it is raised in power : 

It is sown a natural body ; it is raised a spiritual 
body.

And so it is written, The first man Adam was made 
a living soul ; the last Adam was made a quickening 
tpirit. 

Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, but 
tliat which is natural; and afterward that which is 
spiritual. 

The first man is of the earth, earthy : the second 
man is the Lord from heaven. 

As is the earthy, such are they also that are earthy : 
and as is the heaveuly, such are they also that are 
ieavenlv. 

And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
•hall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
Cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither doth 
Corruption inherit incorruption. 

Behold, I shew you a mystery; we shall not all 
rteep, but we shall all be changed. 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
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trump : for the trumpet shall sounds and the dead shall 
he raised incorruptible^ and we shall be changed. 

For this corruptible must put on incorruption^ and 
this mortal must put on immortality. 

So when this corruptible shall have put on incormp- 
tion^ and this mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the saying that in 
written, Death is swallowed up in victory. 

O death, where is thy sting f O grave, where is thy 
victory ? 

The sting of death is sin; and the strength of ain 
is the law. 

But thanks be to Ood, who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, 
unmoveable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not in 
vain in the Lord.

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EXPLANATION OP THE SIGNS 



USED m THB PSALMS AND CANTICLES POLLOWINO. 



Ths accent (') denotes the stress or accent which occurs on 
ihe termination of the recitative; and shows that with the 
ivord bearing this mark the Chant, as it is metrically disposed, 
Dommences. In the few instances where two accents are placed 
in one line of the Chant, the first accent serves to mark in a 
spedal manner some emphasis or slight pause in the recitative 
which the ordinary punctuation of the text fEuls to point out 
sufficiently for musical purposes. 

The hyphen (-) is a sign of the division of a word, and that 
one note of music is appropriated to each syllable. 

The circumflex {^) is a sign of junction, and signifies that 
the syllables embraced by it are united to one note of music. 

This mark {w) signifies that the syllable after which it is 
(kced is to be continued, and sung to as many notes of the 

Chant as the syllables would require, in place of which it 

lUoids. 
The bar line ( | ) corresponds to the division of the bars in 

the Chant 
The colon (:) marks the division between the odd and even 

(or short and long) lines, corresponding to the double bar in 

the Chant 
In singing an uneven number of verses to a double Chant, the 

ieoond part of the Chant has to be repeated somewhere. A 

htieket embracing three verses shows where this may best be 



The whole of the musical portions of the Services that it 
appeared possible to adapt for chanting have here been pointed 
^ that purpose; but pieces of such irregular structure as the 
"^Te Deum," **Holy, Holy," and one or two others of similar 
character, are not suited to the rhythm of the Chant ; besides 
that their spirit seems to call for expression in music specially 
^posed for them. In the Church of England this has always 
^ recognized. Chanting is there confined to the Psalms: 
*^ the other parts of the service are sung to compositions of a 
iQQre aidtable character.

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PBEFACE. 



[n compiling the following Selection the Editor has 
x>nfined himself to the Anthem, properly so- 
alled : f . e. the sacred Fart-song and Chorus, with 
he sole accompaniment of the Organ. Pieces 
xtracted from Oratorios he has regarded as in- 
dmissible : as they belong to a different class of 
omposition, and receive a distinctive character 
roin the command of an Orchestral accompani- 
neut. Even where this distinction appears not to 
lold good, in the case of the Festival Anthems 
md some others which were written with Orches- 
tral accompaniments, the difference of style is 
still present ; for the associations of the Church 
have impressed on the Anthem a character of its 
own, which distinguishes it from Sacred Music not 
intended for the service of religious worship, as 
much as from Secular Music itself. Thus under- 
stood, the Anthem is a purely English product, 
doe to the successive organists and conductors of 
the Cathedral Service : and is distinct, on tih& o\i^ 
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hand, from the music of the Koman Catiholic 
Mass, written to invariable words and prevailingly 
with a view to a plurality of instruments ; and, on 
the other, from the Protestant Chorale, composed 
for broad masses of voice, either singing in parts, 
or, if in unison, depending for the harmony on the 
organ accompaniment. 

While precision of musical judgment requires 
that these several types of composition should be 
kept distinct, there seems no reason why Protest- 
ant worship, especially when availing itself of a 
Liturgical form, should not resort to the Anthem, 
as well as to the Hymn, wherever there are re- 
sources for its effective execution. True, the 
congregation listen and do not sing. But surely 
there may be mental worship without vocal par- 
ticipation. Indeed the separation of the two is 
recognized alike in the Anglican and in the Non- 
conformist usages : only that the parts assigned to 
either are reversed : the Nonconformists asking the 
people to join in the singing and be silent in the 
prayers ; the Church requiring them to be hearers 
in the anthem but responsive in the prayers. To 
decline all union of the two methods is to put an 
arbitrary limitation on the flexibility and compass 
of Christian devotion. 



Many anthems of great merit as musical com- 
positions the Editor has found it impossible to 
admit, from the unfitness of the words to the ends 
of Christian worship. There was a period in the 
English Church, especially during the lives of 
Boyce and Greene, when the natural guardians of 
her religious spirit exercised too little control over 
the judgment of her composers for the organ, and 
permitted the mischievous union of noble music 
with verses of Scripture which, in the application 
given to them, are little else than vindictive or 
servile. In all such cases, it has been deemed 
right to forego what else would have been gladly 
preserved. 

The paragraphs in which the following pages 
are printed correspond with the distinct movements 
in the music, and mark its pauses and transitions. 

The marginal notes indicate the voices by which 
the adjacent text is sung ; viz. — 

S. — Soprano S.S. — ^Two Sopranos. 

A. — Alto &c, &c. 

T.— Tenor 
B. — Bass
